Recommendations of Superintend- 
ent of Schools Willis A. Sutton were 
followed in the main Wednesday after- 
noon by the joint contact committees 
of the bond commission and the board 
of education in mapping out the pro- 
gram of school improvements provided 
for in the allocation of $3,500,000 for 
schools, it was learned Wednesday 


The recommendations of this joint 
conmimission will be submitted to the 
board of education at an adjourned 
meeting Friday afternoon. Outstand- 
ing provisions call for completion of 
the four junior high schools as the 
first major projects, erection of nine 
grammar schools and establishment of 
a fund of $150,000 to purchase equip- 
ment for schools at once. This was the 
recommendation for the first $1,000,- 
000 which is available just as soon as 
the school: bonds are sold. 

The program of expenditure for the 
second $1,000,000, which wilt be avail-

New York, July 14.—()}—The fin- 
ger of the national crime commission 
was pointed at the weak spots in 
criminal law today. 

From a six months’ study to de- 
termine why 90 per cent of major 
criminals are not apprehended and 
why 75 per cent of those caught es- 
cape punishment, the subcommittee 
en ec: minal procedure and judicial 
agimin:. cation emerged with 20 ree- 
emmendations for putting the crim- 
inal in jail and keeping him there. 

The provisions, contained in a re- 
port made to the commission, recom- 
mended, among other changes in crimi- 
nal law, that judges be allowed to 
comment on evidence, that attorneys 
be permitted to draw inference from 
failure of the defendant to testify. in 
his own behalf, that the power of dis- 
trict attorneys to quash proceedings 
be modified and that activities of 
professional bondsmen be curtailed, 

Judicial Investigation. 


Si Hadley, chancellor of Washington 
whiversity, $t. Houis, chairman of 
the committee said, “the trial of the 
criminal will become Jess a game of 
skill, cunning and endurance between 
opposing lawyers and more a judicial 
investigation under the trained and 
impartial direction of a judge to as- 
certain-the truth.” 

Every provision offered as a reme- 
dy for weakness in criminal procedure 
is law in one or more states, Chan- 
cellor Hadley said. The report is of-

The “ordinary citi- 
zen who reads newspapers” would not 
be disqualified. 

Joint trial of those charged with 
conspiracy, riot and affray and all 
jointly indicted was recommended.

Governor Crissinger said there 
were nbout a dozen state bank 
members of the federal reserve svs- 
tem in Florida, and that, while 
they do not report on their condi- 
tion to the comptroller of the cur- 
rency, general indications were 
that none of them was in danger 
of being forced to close. 


Following receivership sought in the 
federal court for the Bankers Trust 
Company of Atlanta, financial agent 
of a large number of small banks lo- 
cated in Georgia and Florida, and W. 
D. Manley, its president, a total of 49 
of these smailler institutions have 
closed their doors and were taken over 
by the state bankin, department, ac- 
cording to a statement made at that 
office Wednesday. 

The small banks were financed in 
part by the Bankers Trust company, 
and those that were unable to obtain 
financial relief closed their doors and 
asked the state banking department 
to take charge. Under the laws of 
Georgia, the bankiug department au- 
tomatically takes charge. in most 
cases handled heretofore by the de- 
partment the institutions, after a few 
weeks, have been able to resume 
business. a

Wilson 
had been paying considerable atten- 
tion. 

Davis also admitted, the officers 
stated, that he knew the bodies were 
in the-swamp before he reported their 
discovery. 

The girl’s father, G.. L. Cobb, and 
Davis are among those under arrest. 

The sherif’s deputies’ questioned 
Miss Helen Cobb at length tonight in 
tegard to her alleged double love af- 
fair and are said to have obtained 
the information ‘that she was ‘‘in- 
fatdeted : Witeon though the lat-, 
ter spurned her” aud while Davis wus 
in love with Miss Cobb, she. refused 
kis advanees. 

The deputies indicated they had es- 
tablished as a+fact that Davis was 
jealous of Wilson, furnishing a motive 
for the crime.

CLUBBED, JAILED 


Glenn Miller Is Shot Four 
Times Before He Is Cap- 
tured — Three Robbers 
Escape Arrest.

New York, July 14.—()—For the 
second time in 36 hours a gun battle 
was fought along crowded thorough- 
fares tonight. Seven persons, three of 
them women, were wounded by bul- 
lets when police battled a holdup man 
on Broadway tonight as thousands of 
persons were going to theaters. 

Four men were shot down at the 
peak of the rush hour near the old 
Madison Square garden yesterday aft- 
ernoon when .gangsters attempted to 
free prisoners being taken to jail by 
detectives. 

Glen Miller, 35, of Buffalo, was 
captured: after a gun fight in the 
“roaring forties” tonight during which 
he fired a dozen shots at policemen 
and was’ wounded four times. 

Holdup Attempt Fails. 

Miller had attempted to hold up the 
patrons of a restaurant on Eigbth 
avenue near 51st street. Instead of 
obeying his command to hands up, 
men in-the restaurant rushed him. He 
fled, pursued by his intended victims, 
who enlisted ‘traffic policemen in the 
chase. 

A taxicab drivér attempted to run 
him down as he crossed Broadway. 
The car smashed across the curb onto 
the sidewalk, scattering scores of men 
and women, 

Miller took refuge in a store en- 
trance and opened fire with a large 
caliber automatic, The police returned 
the fire from several directions, and 
the whole district -was thrown into 
panic by the sereams of the wounded 
and the crash of shattered plate glass 
windows. After five minutes Miller 
fell, too weak to continue firing. 

- Seere Women Faint. 

Adi of -the .wounded .were taken to 
hospitals. Ambiutance surgeons a.tenti- 
ed a.score of women who fainted or 
became hysterical. 36 

Miller was said-to be in a critical 
condition. 

Phillip Argus, of Bayonne, N. J., 
was shot in the leg, his daughter, 
Edith, 18, was wounded in the arm, 
Stephanie Stephenson was shot 
through the shoulder, Bella Susai. re- 
‘ceived a facial wound, and uis 
Stearn and Waldine Zadig were 
wounded in the arm and leg.

SIX OF THEM IN CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES 


In Assassination Plot 


Smyrna, Asiatic Turkey, July 14,— 
(P)—Thirteen men, six of them 
members of the Turkish parliament, 
were hanged at the street corners 
along the waterfront at dawn today 
for conspiring to -assrssinate their 
president, Mustapha Kemal Pasha, All 
died protesting their innocence. 

Dijambolet Bey, former n.inister of 
the interior and. one of the leaders of 
the union progress party, warned his 
executioners that the wholesale hang- 


ings would become misfortune to new 
Turkey. His speech was cut sbort by 
the noose. 

Daybreak revealed a mourhfful sight 
on Smyrna quay, where four years ago 
hundreds of refugees found safety 
from the great fire which literally 
removed all traces of the Biblical city. 
Stretching in an unbroken and omi- 
nous line down the short waterfront 
street were 13 rude gallows—in reality 
simple tripods—wit: short nooses at- 
tached. The street was deserted, save 
for a few Greek and ‘irkish shop- 
keepers, who ecraned their necks fear- 
fully from the-doors and upper win- 
dows of the shops that crowd this 
quarter. 

Soon was heard the tread of march- 
ing feet, and at one end-of the cobble- 
stone street appeared the silent band 


Little groups clustered around the 13 
tripods, the nooses were adjusted and 
at one signal the 13 conspirators were 
‘swung into the air and left hanging. 
The trial of the condemned men, who 
were charged with plotting the death 
of Kemal Pasha on his arrival at 
Smyrna on June 18, last, disclosed 
that the very existence of the new 
Turkish republic was threatened by 
the plotters. The public prosecutors 
maintained that if Kemal had been as- 
sassinated his partisans would have 
inevitably reacted against the promot- 
ers of the plot, and civil war would 
have followed,-and certain of Turkey's 


foreign enemies might not have re- 
mained passive. : 
Among those hanged were Chukri 
Bey, deputy from Ismid;.Zia Hourchi 
Bey, a former deputy, and Ruchdi Pa- 
sha, deputy from Erzerum. Evidence 
was adduced at the trial to show that 
the plot was conceived last December 
by . oe of individuals closely asso- 
ciated with the opposition party. 
Government agents, learning of the 
plot, arrested persons some of 
whom were finally discharged or not 
put on trial. A number of others were 
acquitted, among them several gen-

DEL DOGS RIK 
NES AS FLAMES 
THREATEN SHELLS 


Sheer Courage on Part of 
100 Marines Averts An- 
other Possible Wave of 
Explosions.

Dover, N. J., July 14—4#)—The 
sheer courage..of 100 picked marines 
under Captain A. T. Lewis today 
averted another possible wave of ex- 
plosions at the navy’s devastated ar- 
senal ‘at Lake Denmark. 

When fire was discovered in 4 
wrecked storehouse in the northern 
section of the arsenal waste lands, 
near buillings filled with high ex- 
plosives, the marines rushed in and 
ran a line of hose from a small lake 
a quarter of a mile away. Surrouwnd- 
ed by tons of explosives the devil 
dogs succeeded in extinguishing the 
flames before they could spread. 

The marines are from the Fifth 
regiment, brought here from Quanti- 
co and each was selected for his ex- 
pertness in some line of salvage or 
rescue work. 

Explosion Is Heard. 

Even while they were engaged in 
extinguishing the fire an explosion 
‘was heard in a section of the arsenal 
further north. Captain Lewis pro- 
nounced it that of a 16-inch shell. 

The marines were forced to clear 
a stretch of road and to tear down 
a wrecked and interlocked iron gate 
‘in order to bring up a pumping en- 
gine. As an example of the spirit ‘of 
his men, Captain Lewis told of one 
who battled with the fire at such 
close quarters that the sole of his 


‘shoes were burned through. 


One of the storehouses close to the 
burning storehouse No. 5 was filled 
for the most part with 16-inch shells. 


Others nearby contained shells rang- 
ing in size from five to sixteen inches.

Géorgia peach growers and dis- 
tributors, in conference in Macon 
Monday, decided definitely to do 
what should have been done long 
ago—regulate distribution to- mar- 
kets according to their ability to 
absorb. According to news dis- 
patches, the gréwers “worked out 
the plan of having a neytral agent, 


selected by the growers’ association, 


inspect the principal markets each 


day and report the total number of 


cars which may be shipped them, 


without glutting the market.” 


The plan agreed. upon provides 
that not only shall the cars shipped 


to the principal markets be regu- 


lated, but the number of cars 
Shipped each day by the individual 
grower will be regulated in propor- 
tion to the number of cars such 


grower is’ capable of ‘shipping, vand 


the total number to be shipped that 
day. 

If cooperative marketing means 
anything it means the regulation of 
distrixution so that the product may 
be properly absorbed without con: 
gestion. The law of supply and de- 
mand cannot “be evaded even in 
Staples, and it is infinitely more 
binding in perishables. lf Atlanta 
can absorb ten carloads of peaches 
a day and no more it would be 
economic foolishness to ship twen- 
ty carloads a day.into Atlanta. And 
even more foolish when the ten car- 
loads in excess.of consumptivé de-. 
mands might have beer dispatched. 
to a market, that had a daily supply 
less than its consumption demand. 
It is a pad and pencil , roposition— 
one of economic .common - sense. 
The growing popularity of coopera- 
tive marketing has found its firmest 
foundation upon the one unassail- 
able principle of orderly, system- 
atic, common-sense distribution in 
obedience to the immutable law of 
supply and demand. 

The Georgia peach commands a 


premium upon the world’s markets | 
-that is, the real Georgia peach of } 


commerce that should not be con- 
fused with some of. the. tasteless, 
vurthless early varieties. It is the 
finest peach in flavor, size, firmness, 
beauty. and in all of the qualities 
that make a superior fruit, that is 


grown in this country. Then it is 


little less than an economic crime 
not to market it cooperatively by a 
strict, rigid. regulation of the sup- 
plies to: meet the demands—par- 
ticularly in the major markets of 
the nation. The industry has suf- 


fered lamentably because ‘this has 


not been done, or hay béen done 
more in theory than in actual prac- 
tice. ye | 
The growers are to be commend- 
ed for the firm actio# they took at 
the Macon conference. The season 
is on, but the great Elberta move- 
ment is just ahead. The industry 
—of such deep concrn to this 
state and to the hundreds of com- 
mercial growers—must not be sac- 
rificed to incompetent marketing. 
If the cooperative plan is to be 
followed—and it must be to suc- 
ceed—then the strength of that plan 
depends upon the individual grow-

east. 

Following WBNY’s shift from 210 
meters to 322 meters, comes. the 
usurpation of entire local broadcast- 
ing time on 405 meters by station 
WOR, which formerly shared this 
frequency with WJY, of New York. 

WJY, operatéd by the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, as a twin station 
to WJZ, closed down shortly . after 
the removal of WJZ’'s transmitting 
equipment from the Aeolian hall, 
New York, to Bound Brook, N. J., 
ostensibly for improvement in equip- 
ment. For several months, the WOR- 
WJY channel was silent except on 
the three nights WOR was licensed 
to broadcast. 

Alfred J. McCosker, of WOR, said 
Wednesday that WOR had endeavor- 
ed to induce the owners of WJY. to 
permit WOR to use some of the un- 
used time alloted WJY. This re- 
quest, he said, was refused. Last 
night, upon the publication of the 
attorney general’s ruling. WOR no- 
tified WJY, the local radio inspector 
and the commerce department of its 
intention to utilize the unused time 
of WJY, effective Tuesday, July 13. 

Tuesday evening, radio listeners 
were surprised to hear WOR broad- 
casting. many thinking that WJY had 
resumed until announcements made it 
plain that WOR was now a full-time 
station, Officials of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America would make no 
comment on WOR's action. 

WOR has. been broadcasting since 
February 21; 1921. 

WTAG, Worcester, has indicatéd 
an intention to move from its assigned 
wave length, 267.7 meters, to a higher 
wave, the lower having been found 
unsatisfactory.

Opinion was expressed in fiaancial 
circles that most of the banks which 
closed. .were not insolvent, but because 
of the closing of the Bankers Trust 
company;. upon which they relied for 
funds, they were forced to close. 

Many of the banks of the chain were 
said to have been able to make other 
financial arrangements and remained 
open. 

The banking system in Georgia is 
better now than at any time since 
1920, notwithstanding the fact that 
there have been a number of banks 
turned over to the state banking :‘e- 
partment in the last few days, accord- 
ing to a statement issued Wednesday 
by T. R. Bennett, state superintendent 
of banks. Mr. Bennett said the bazks 
are cleaner, stronger and sounder in 
every way, and that only banks af- 
filiated with the Bankers’ Trust ccom- 
pany are emdarrassed., 

Judge Orville Park, of Macon, gen- 
eral counsel for the Georgia Bankers’ 
association, expressed a similar opin- 
ion, explaining that most of the banks 
which closed today were relying upon 
the Bankers Trust company, and when 
that organization went into a receiver- 
ship they. were forced to close. 

Te rary Receivers Named. 

An order appointing four tempo- 
rary receivers and temporarily enjvin- 
ing the Bankers’ Trust company 
and W. D. Manley from = alter- 
ing in any way the. status of the 
concern was signed Wednesday by 
Judge “G..H. Howard in Fulton suype- 
rior court.

officials of the defendant company ;” 
that the eompany is “fraudulent in 
hiding its assets to further hinder 
and delay the Florida bank in collect- 
ing its -claim;” that Mr. Manley has 
“diverted some of the money and has 
either transferred it to his own name 
or to names of other persons;” and 
that the defendants have made invest- 
ment “without corporation or trust 
authority.” 

The suit was filed by the law firm 
of Baker.

Federal Court Suit. 

A suit in bankruptcy was filed 
against the Bankers Trust company 
Wednesday morning in the northern 
district federal court for Georgia.

Plaintiffs—four Atlanta concerns—

Trust company committed’ *acts ,° of 
bankruptey when it allowed the.ap- 
pointment of a receiver in Fulton 
superior court upon. petition of the 
Bank of Umatilla, Fla., and that it 
had “preferred” certain creditors by 
retiring debts without the knowledge 
of the plaintiffs. 

The creditors which the suit charg- 
ed the Bunkers Trust company witb 
“preferring” are four Florida banks— 
the Bank of Ocala, in the sum of $5,- 
000; th: Bank of Dania, $1,250, and 
the Osceola Bank, $14,000. 

The four plaintiffs set out that the 
Bankers Trust company was in debt 
to them in an aggregate sum of 

2,047. 

Statement of Bennett. 

Mr. Bennett's statement follows: 

“In spite of the fact that a number 
of banks have been turned over to the 
superintendent of banks within the 
past few days, the banking situatioa 
in Georgia is better: now than it has 
been at any time since this department 
was organized in 1920. The banks are 
cleaner, stronger, sounder and in every 
way better able to serve their cus 
tomers than they have been since the 
period of deflation following the war. 

‘The closing of a number of banks 
has not been due to local conditions 
and does. not indicate any: unsoun*- 
ness or lack of stability of the banks 
in this state. The present condition 
is due to the embarrassment of the 
Bankers’ Trust company, a corpora- 
tion not under the control or super- 
vision of the banking department, 
which has beeh phheed in the hands of 
a receiver by a Florida creditor. This

Right-Hand Man of Captain 
Amundsen Makes State- 


ment in Speech. ‘

Oslo. Norway, July 14.—Captain 
Riiser Larsen, right-hand man of Cap- 
tain Roald Amundsen, made a sen- 
sational speech today, declaring that 
Captain Peary never reached the north 

pole. 

Captain Amundsen always has said 
that Capta’: Peary reached ihe pole in 
1909, but Captain Larsen declares 
that the Norwegian flag was the first 
placed on the north and south poles

25 per cent. 

Joseph A. Trombetta, president of 
the Fruit Distributors, Ine., and other 
distributors operating in the Fort Val- 
ley territory, appealed to the ex- 
change and to the growers to stop 
all shipments for the balance of the 
week, This, the exchange reported, 
as impossible. 

Mr. Trombetta said, “For the ben- 
efit of those growers who have leaned 
upon me for advice, I suggest and 
deem it of vital importance that as 
a relief to the, present critical situa- 
tion affecting the value of the peach 
crop and for the further purpose of 
amelioration of conditions to mmprove 
the prospects for better prices for the 
Elberta crop, that all shipments of 
Hileys and Georgia Belles be dis- 
eontinued for three days in the Fort 
Valley and Macon section; that is, in 
the districts that ship the earlier 
fruit.” 

The peaches are ripening faster than 
expected and the fruit is larger and 
better than it has ever been. 

W. C. Bewley, of the Georgia Peach 
Growers’ exchange, said that the Hiley 
crop is practically wound up in the 
middle Georgia district, and that with 
a curtailment to the shipping of only 
large sizes*of Georgia Belles he be- 
lieves the situation will improve.
